in  St.  Louis,  Missouri  August  24,  1 975

fulfilling  his  potential  and  meeting  the  ex- 
pectations of  his  college  education  better 
than  any  other  campus  organization,  " 
Wheeler  said,  "and  it  is  my  hope  that  Sigma 
Phi  Epsilon  will  press  ahead  and  continue 
to  reach  college  men  with  that  in  mind." 

Jack  Wheeler  is  a  brother  familiar  to 
thousands  of  Sig  Eps  nationwide  as  the 
Fraternity's  informal  "ambassador  of 
brotherhood  "  He  has  remained  an  ac- 
tive fraternity  man  since  his  graduation 
in  1961  from  North  Texas  State  Univer- 
sity and  the  Texas  Beta  chapter  where 


he  held  several  leadership  positions  He 
served  nationally  as  District  Governor  for 
the  state  of  Texas  for  several  years  and 
has  been  a  faculty  member  at  national  and 
regional  academies  since  1965  In  1971 
he  was  elected  to  the  National  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  Atlanta,  Georgia  Grand 
Chapter  conclave. 

Wheeler  has  been  active  in  student 
personnel  work  throughout  his  career. 
He  is  currently  Vice  President  for  Public 
Affairs  for  North  Texas  State  University. 
In  that  cabinet  level  position  he  has  re- 
sponsibility for  all  public  affairs  relation- 
ships of  the  University  and  works  with  pub- 
lic relations,  development,  political  and 
private  protocol  on  all  levels  of  state  and 
federal  government,  and  with  other  uni- 
versities 

In  addition  to  his  professional  and  fra- 
ternity activities.  Brother  Wheeler,  is  an  en- 
thusiastic supporter  of  the  National  Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis  Society.

California  Lambda  is 
the  first  national  Fraternity  on  the 
Santa  Clara  campus,  and  Dean  of 
Men,  Father  Patrick  J.  Carroll, 
speaking  at  the  installation 
banquet,  expressed  hope  that 
more  fraternities  would  soon 
follow  onto  campus.

The  University  of  Santa  Clara 
The  67-acre  Santa  Clara  cam- 
pus IS  an  hour's  drive  south  of 
San  Francisco.  The  University  is  a 
pnvate  Jesuit  institution,  first 
founded  as  a  mission  in  1777 
The  first  institution  to  offer 
classes  in  higher  education 
(1851)  on  the  West  Coast,  the 
University  today  offers  a  broad 
range  of  study  for  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students,  including 
law,  engineering,  and  business 

From  the  1930s  through 
World  War  II,  the  University's 
enrollment  was  relatively  small, 
but  stable,  and  grew  steadily  after 
the  war  This  growth  lead  to  the 
expansion  and  new  construction 
on  the  campus  Present 
enrollment  is  over  3,200  full-time 
undergraduate  students 

Colonized  October,  1974 

During  the  chapter's  eight- 
month  colonization  period,  the 
members  coordinated  three  suc- 
cessful community  service 
projects.  A  paper  drive  provided 
money  for  a  school  for  seeing  eye 
dogs,  a  bottle  drive  earned  $140 
for  the  Heart  Fund,  and  a  Golden 
Hearts-sponsored  book  drive 
provided  hundreds  of  books  to 
the  Hospital  for  Mentally  Retar- 
ded Children  in  Santa  Clara  The 
colony  also  sponsored  three 
student  body  parties. 

California  Lambda's  initiated 
officers  included  Jeff  Fischer.

President;  Wally  Schrup,  Con- 
troller; Mike  Zunini,  Secretary. 
Jim  Hawkins,  Recorder;  and  John 
Hurley,  Chaplain  The  new  chap- 
ter is  one  of  four  chapters  in 
Disthct  24,  Northern  California.

McAuliffe,  Famous  World  War  II 
General, Succumbs  to  Leukemia 


Gen  Anthony  C  McAuliffe. 
West  Virginia,  '20,  famed  hero  of 
the  Battle  of  the  Bulge  in  World 
War  II.  died  August  11.  1975.  in 
Walter  Reed  General  Hospital, 
Washington,  DC,  of  leukemia.  He 
was  77 . 

The  career  of  the  acting  com- 
mander of  the  101st  Airborne 
Division  whose  retort  of  "Nuts"  to 
a  German  ultimatum  of  surrender 
became  one  of  the  most  quoted 
remarks  from  the  war,  spanned 
more  than  38  years 

After  his  freshman  year  at 
West  Virginia  University,  where 
he  was  initiated  into  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon,  Brother  McAuliffe  en- 
tered the  US  Military  Academy 
at  West  Point,  graduating  there 
only  1 1  days  before  the  end  of 
World  War  I 

One  of  the  few  Army 
professionals  of  his  generation  to 
achieve  the  rank  of  four-star 
general,  McAuliffe  advanced 
rapidly  He  was  promoted  to  first 
lieutenant  in  1919,  to  captain  in 
1935.  to  major  in  1940,  to 
lieutenant  colonel  in  1941,  to 
colonel  in  1942.  to  brigadier 
general  six  months  later,  to  major 
general  in  1945.  and  lieutenant 
general  in  1951 

The  incident  at  Bastogne  took 
place  in  December,  1944  After 
World  War  II.  General  McAuliffe 
was  named  deputy  commander  of 
the  joint  task  force  at  the  Bikini 
atom  bomb  tests  in  the  Pacific 
and  later  was  named  chief  of  the 
Army's  chemical  corps  Assign- 
ments followed  as  commander  of 
the  24th  Infantry  Division  in 
Japan,  chief  of  army  personnel, 
deputy  chief  of  staff  for 
operations     and     administration. 


General  Anthony  C.  McAuliffe 


commander  of  the  7th  Army  in 
Germany,  and  commander  in 
chief  of  the  Army  Forces  in 
Europe  He  retired  after  com- 
pleting service  in  the  last-named 
post  in  1956 

During  his  career.  General 
McAuliffe  was  awarded  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Cross,  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Medal,  Silver 
Star,  Legion  of  Merit,  Bronze  Star 


Medal  with  one  Oak  Leaf  Cluster, 
and  two  Presidential  Citations 
His  foreign  decorations  included 
the  British  Distinguished  Service 
Order  with  Bar,  the  French  Le- 
gion of  Honor  and  Croix  de  Gu- 
erre; the  Belgian  Order  of  Leo- 
pold. Croix  de  Guerre,  and  Four- 
ragere;  and  the  Dutch  Order  of 
William  and  Order  of  the  Golden 
Lion.

The  Rose  its  always  been  a  token  of  beauty, 

an  enchantment  for  women,  has  adorned  coat  lapels, 
and  has  been  a  special  part  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilons  heri- 
tage as  Its  official  flower  (joined,  of  course,  by  the  vio- 
let). 

Roses  can  be  big  business,  though,  at  certain  times 
of  the  year,  when  crowds  line  city  streets  for  miles  to 
witness  annual  rose  parades  with  the  grandeur  of 
bands,  floats,  royalty,  and  pageantry  Two  cities  stand 
out  for  their  exquisite  use  of  roses  and  pageantry 
sunny  Pasadena,  California,  and  misty,  enchanting  Port- 
land. Oregon  This  season  there  will  be  Sig  Eps  heading 
up  the  festivities  The  two  annual  events,  the  Pasadena 
Tournament  of  Roses  and  the  Portland  Rose  Festival, 
each  has  its  own  purpose  and  background,  but  the  task 
of  organizing  and  executing  the  activities  is  mammoth 
and  rigorous  Management  of  the  planning  and  carrying 
out  the  annual  events  is  characteristic  of  running  a 
large  corporation  But  the  amazing  thing  is  that  these 
rose  festivals  are  led  by  men  who  volunteer  their  time 
The  Journal  takes  a  look  at  two  such  men,  Sig  Eps 
working  in  the  service  of  their  community 

Helpbringer  Heads 
Tournament  of  Roses 

Ralph  S,  Helpbringer  (Ohio  Wesleyan,  40),  who  has 
served  Pasadena  in  business  and  community  activities 
for  29  years,  heads  the  Rose  Parade  program  as 
president  of  the  87th  Tournament  of  Roses  The  annual 
Parade  and  Rose  Bowl  football  game,  which  commence 
the  nation's  200th  birthday  celebration,  will  be  staged 
in  Pasadena  on  January  1.  1976  Helpbringer  was 
elected  to  the  position  at  the  Association's  annual 
directors  dinner  last  January  and  his  election 
culminates  21  years  of  active  service  with  the  Tour- 
nament During  this  span,  he  has  served  as  a  member 
of  eight  committees,  chaired  a  like  number,  and  coor- 
dinated 1 2  others  after  being  placed  on  the  Executive 
Committee  in  1970 

Working  beside  Helpbringer  in  the  management 
duties  of  the  Tournament  is  Carl  Wopschall  (Southern 
California,  '37)  who  assumed  the  organization's  vice 
presidency  In  addition  to  the  two  Sig  Eps  at  the  helm  of 
the  New  Years  Day  event,  two  other  brothers.  Rodman 
A.  Cannon  (Illinois.  '38)  and  George  L  Throop.  Jr , 
(Southern  California.  '45)  are  also  among  the  Rose 
Parade's  organizers 

"The  1  976  Tournament  of  Roses  will  be  the  most 
exciting  ever  "  said  Helpbringer,  "in  large  part,  because 
It  will  lead  off  the  nation's  best  year  —  the  Bicentennial 
We  at  the  Tournament  intend  to  do  it  justice  with  our 
world  message  of  joy.  beauty,  and  flowers  "  said  Help- 
bringer, who  IS  currently  in  the  sales  and  management 
consulting  business  and  chairs  the  board  of  Universal 
Exhibits  in  El  Monte,  California  He  and  his  wife.  Betty, 
reside  m  Pasadena  and  Newport  Beach.  California 
Brother  Helpbnngers  other  community  activities  have 
Included  memberships  in  the  Pasadena  Chamber  of 
Commerce.  Pasadena  NOW.  Junior  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. Y  M  C  A  .  Red  Cross.  Rotary  Club,  P  T  A.,  Boy 
Scouts.  Little  League,  and  many  others 

Administration  of  the  Tournament  ot  Roses  iS  nan- 
died  by  the  Pasadena  Tournament  of  Roses 
Association.  It  is  a  volunteer,  nonprofit  association  of 
about  1 ,400  members,  more  than  half  of  whom  are  ac- 
tive on  the  organization  s  28  committees  There  is  also 
a  small  year-round  paid  administrative  and  public 
relations  staff 

The  60  Rose  Parade  floats  are  entered  by  cities, 
states,  countries,  corporations,  and  many  other  types 
of  organizations  Most  of  them  are  built  by  professional 
contractors  m  the  Pasadena  area,  though  some  en- 
trants build  their  own  All  floats  in  tne  parade  are  com- 
pletely covered  with  'resh  flowers,  seeds,  leaves.  and 
other  natural  materials  in  judging  'or  the  top  orize  win- 
ners, exceptional  use  of  roses  counts  neavily  In  the 
participants'  favor  There  are  1 8  major  parade  prizes 

With  a  curb-side  audience  of  more  than  1 .000,000 
people  and  a  post-parade  viewing  audience  of  perhaps 
250.000.  Rose  Parade  floats  set  the  standards  for 
quality  throughout  the  industry 

In  the  same  way.  the  Rose  Bowl  game  is  recognized 
as  the  granddaddy  game;  the  one  some  1 4  other  post- 
season bowl  games  have  patterned  themselves  after, 
though  none  has  met  with  equal  success  The  Rose 
Bowl  formula  is  really  \/ery  simple:  It  brings  together  the 
best  college  football  teams  in  the  Big  Ten  and  the 
Pacific  Eight  Conferences  This  arrangement  has  en- 
dured since  1947,  and  has  resulted  in  sellout  Rose 
Bowl  crowds  nearly  every  year  since  then  The  record 
attendance  of  106.869  was  set  at  the  1973  Rose 
Bowl  Classic  when  USC  defeated  Ohio  State  42-1  7 

One  of  the  Tournaments  most  recent  commitments 
has  been  to  the  American  Revolution  Bicentennial  Ad- 
ministration, which  IS  responsible  for  America's  200th 
anniversary  celebration  in   1976. 
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Rose  Festival  executives  Don  Smith.  Secretary,  Larry 
Campbell.  President,  and  Dick  Ross.  Treasurer  plan 
parade  strategy. 
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Ralph  Helpbringer,  rigni.  and  Carl  Wopschall  unveil  the

Portland  Festival  Lead 
by  Larry  Campbell 

When  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  mammoth  and 
venerable  Portland  Rose  Festival  began  looking  ahead 
to  their  1  976  celebration,  they  sought  a  president  who 
could  turn  their  bicentennial  year  into  the  greatest 
festival  ever 

Their  choice:  a  young  and  dynamic  executive  of 
Pacific  Northwest  Bell  Telephone,  Brother  Larry  L. 
Campbell,  Lewis  and  Clark,  '53.  Campbell  also  serves 
currently  as  a  member  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon 
National  Board  of  Directors. 

Brother  Campbell's  responsibility  Is  no  easy  one  as 
head  of  the  giant  festival.  The  Portland  Rose  Festival 
dates  from  1907  Scheduled  the  first  part  of  June,  it 
generates  1 0  full  days  of  frenetic  and  wide-spread  ac- 
tion with  some  40  or  more  different  events  Among 
these  events  are  some  real  "monsters, "  like  the  queen 
selection  and  coronation  which  plays  in  the  10.000- 
seat  Memorial  Coliseum,  the  gigantic  grand  floral  pa- 
rade with  35  to  40  all-floral  floats  and  a  Rose  Cup 
sportscar  racing  program,  which  this  year  featured 
national  professional  Trans-Am  drivers  from  through- 
out the  country 

Virtually  all  of  the  festival's  work  is  done  by  volun- 
teers The  president  must  provide  the  guiding  in- 
telligence and  motivating  energy  behind  the  very  small 
paid  staff  and  a  huge  amorphous  force  of  willing  but  of- 
ten disorganized  volunteer  helpers 

In  his  somewhat  bnef  career  with  the  Rose  Festival 
(he  first  became  an  Associate  Director  in  1969), 
Brother  Campbell  has  set  some  new  standards  and 
established  more  than  one  milestone  As  Parade  Chair- 
man, he  completely  changed  the  trophy  awards  given 
to  prize  winners,  dropping  a  rather  bland  color 
photograph  of  a  float  in  exchange  for  a  handsome 
trophy  bearing  an  immense  color  photo  inlaid  into  the 
hardware  As  Membership  Chairman.  1973.  he  set  an 
all-time  record  of  $87,000,  a  mark  yet  unmatched.  He 
also  founded  a  new  telethon  technique  for  solicitations 
and  collection  reminders 

Going  into  his  presidential  year.  Brother  Campbell  is 
out  of  the  blocks  with  his  typical  energy  Before  the  '75 
festival  concluded  34  floats  nad  already  been  signed 
for  the  '76  parade,  more  than  the  festival  can  generally 
count  'wo  months  m  advance  of  the  parade  itself.  He 
has  set  a  memoership  ncome  goal  of  $100,000  and 
nas  a  realistic  plan  to  achieve  .:  ^.arry  is  planning  a 
mass  Christian  service  with  an  outstanding  religious 
leader  A  nighttime  parade  is  on  his  drawing  board 
along  with  the  possible  blue  blood  horse  show  and 
many  other  projects  and  improvements 

In  managerial  style.  Brother  Campbell  sticks  to 
classic  pnnciples,  embellished  by  his  own  individuality, 
and  he  said  lessons  learned  in  the  Rose  Festival 
management  are  directly  applicable  of  the  problems  of 
running  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  as  a  member  of  the  National 
Board  of  Directors  "Success  in  a  civic  endeavor  like 
the  Rose  Festival  really  requires  the  same  kind  of  ac- 
tivity that  enables  the  Fraternity  to  expand."  he  said. 
"Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  and  the  Rose  Festival  are  both  ac- 
tually big  businesses  There  is  no  substitute  for 
dedication,  hard  work,  and  organization. 

"You  have  to  follow  the  old  adages  of  planning, 
organizing,  and  controlling  Most  important,  you  must 
secure  the  involvement  of  many,  many  people;  it  cant 
be  done  by  one  person  That"s  why  we  involve  thou-

University  of  California-Santa 
Barbara  '70;  A  Perry  Bothe, 
Arizona  '57;  and  Dr.  William  M 
Gordon,  IVIiami  (Ohio)  '57  Com- 
mittee members  who  were  un- 
able to  meet  in  St.  Louis  were 
Donald  L  Tanner.  Memphis  State 
'67,  and  Bruce  Blackburn.  Cin- 
cinnati '61.  Professionally,  these 
brothers  are  involved  in  fields  re- 
lated to  journalism  and  education, 
and  each  is  able  to  provide  a  dif- 
ferent perspective  to  the  crea- 
tive aims  of  the  Journal.  The 
committee's  consensus  was  to 
support  a  communicator  of  di- 
verse appeal,  thought-provoking 
content  and  complete  infor- 
mation.

Sig  Ep's  Rettenmund 
Plays  in  World  Series 


When  the  hustling  Cincin- 
nati Reds  took  the  field  against 
the  Boston  Red  Sox  at  Bos- 
ton's venerable  Fenway  Park 
in  October,  opening  the  1975 
World  Series.  Cincinnati's 
right  fielder  Merv  Rettenmund 
had  every  reason  to  be  proud. 

Rettenmund.  a  member  of 
the  Ball  State  (Indiana  Gamma) 
chapter  with  the  class  of  '65. 
had  contributed  a  full  share  to 
his  team's  remarkable  ac- 
complishments in  the  race  for 
the  National  League  pennant. 
Even  by  mid-August  the  Reds 
were  nearly  a  score  of  games 
ahead  of  their  nearest  rivals, 
the  Los  Angeles  Dodgers. 
Rettenmund  had  played  in 
some  70  games.  He  was  bat- 
ting .262  with  32  hits.  3  doub- 
les. 1  triple.  2  home  runs,  and 
1 6  runs  batted  in. 

The  spectacular  triumph  of 
the  Reds  is  a  dream  come 
true  for  Merv  Rettenmund. 
Vef  baseball  has  not  been 
too  easy  for  the  32-year-old 
righthanded  outfielder.  Playing 
for  farm  clubs  at  Stockton. 
Elmira,  and  Rochester  from 
1965  until  1968,  he  came  to 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  the  latter 
year,  achieving  a  batting 
average  of  .297  in  the  31 
games  in  which  he  played. 


During  the  1970  and  1971 
seasons  he  batted  .322  and 
.318,  respectively,  but  the 
following  year  he  could  do  no 
better  than  .233.  In  1974  he 
came  to  the  Reds  from  the 
Orioles  in  an  off-season  trade, 
but  nothing  went  right  for  him 
and  he  finished  the  season  at 
.216. 

With  that  season  over. 
Rettenmund  spent  part  of  the 
off-season  in  the  Venezuelan 
Winter  League,  "to  get  myself 
in  a  positive  frame  of  mind  for 
1 9  75. "  he  explains.  It  worked. 

The  Reds  ascended  to  the 
very  pinnacle  in  1975,  pro- 
ducing one  of  the  season's 
great  baseball  stories,  and 
Rettenmund  made  it  to  the  top 
with  the  rest  of  the  gang.

"Toward  a  Century  of  Brotherhood!"  That  was  the 
banner  which  hung  center  stage  as  more  than  650 
brothers  from  across  the  United  States  walked  into  the 
opening  session  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon's  75th  Anniversary 
Grand  Chapter  conclave.  Instantly  there  was  a  surge  of 
excitement  and  pride.  All  of  us  in  St.  Louis  knew  that  we 
were  part  of  something  historic  —  we  were  at  the 
milestone  of  our  great  fraternity. 

In  so  many  ways  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  a  youngster, 
though  its  demanding  commitment  has  found  its  way  in- 
to the  hearts  of  over  109,000  men  since  its  founding.  Its 
reputation  in  the  fraternity  world  is  glowing.  In  just  75 
short  years  our  fraternity  has  become  the  second  largest 
in  numbers  of  chapters  and  colonies  in  the  entire  frater- 
nity world;  the  quality  of  the  chapter  on  the  campus 
has  increased  consistently  year  after  year  after  year. 
Strength,  confidence,  desire,  and  pride  are  all  key  in- 
gredients which  have  caused  over  72%  of  all  Sig  Ep 
chapters  to  be  considered  by  their  peers  as  quality  chap- 
ters on  their  campuses. 

However,  our  fraternity's  history  is  only  the  basis  for 
the  establishment  of  tradition  —  a  rung  of  the  ladder 
toward  even  greater  heights.  Fraternities  in  this  great 
land  of  ours  have  been  through  some  rather  trying  and 
difficult  experiences,  though  we  have  survived  very  well. 
Since  my  election  last  August.  I  have  been  tbrtunatc 
enough  to  travel  and  visit  chapters  in  my  home  state  of 
Texas,  in  Georgia,  and  in  Virginia.  What  is  happening 
in  the  fraternity  house  on  the  campus  today  is  exciting. 
There  were  those  who  talked  the  "doom"  of  the  social 
fraternity  —  and  there  were  even  those  within  our  own 
brotherhocxi  who  may  have  questioned  the  survival  ol 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,  Those  who  spoke  of  the  demise  have 
but  to  walk  into  any  one  of  the  chapter  houses  I  have 
visited  and  they  will  quickly  know  that  the  principles  ol 
Virtue.  Diligence,  and  Brotherly  Love  are  very  muchly 
alive  and  working!  The  sense  of  pride  of  being  a  part  ol 
our  great  fraternity  is  magnifying  itself  in  the  hearts  of 
our  college  men. 

Yet,  it  is  time  for  those  of  us  who  have  said  so  often  to 
ourselves,  if  not  to  others.  "My  life  simply  would  not 
have  been  the  same  had  it  not  been  for  the  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon  brotherhood  I  shared  when  I  was  in  college."  So 
many  of  us.  though  prideful  of  our  fraternity,  have  felt 
the  frustration  of  not  knowing  exactly  what  to  do  to  help 
return  to  the  Fraternity  a  small  portion  of  what  was 
gained.  Way  too  often  we  think  that  our  personal  lives 


and  our  business  li\cs  simply  will  not  permit  us  to  serve 
as  Chapter  Counselor,  District  Governor,  or  as  a  mem- 
ber of  some  national  committee.  But.  that's  not  what  the 
undergraduate  in  today's  chapter  wants  from  his  alum- 
nus. Though  I  may  not  he  able  to  verbali/c  il,  if  what  1 
have  seen  is  correct,  what  is  desired  and  needed  in  the 
undergraduate  chapter  house  is  that  occassional  nod  of 
interest  by  one  that  has  been  there  before.  He  wants  to  be 
reassured  that  his  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  "experience"  will 
live  longer  than  his  four  years  in  college,  and  he  can  only 
find  that  assurance  through  the  voice  of  the  brother 
alumnus  who  cares  to  share  with  him. 

I  ask  you,  my  brothers,  not  to  give  months,  weeks,  or 
even  hours,  to  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  chapter  closest  to 
you.  Instead.  I  ask  that  you  give  only  "moments."  Con- 
sider dropping  by  the  fraternity  house  and  saying  hello: 
consider  making  a  commitment  monetarily  to  the  Living 
Endowment  support  program  which  permits  those  who 
can  give  the  "hours  "  to  do  so  more  eftectively;  consider 
support  to  the  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  Educational  Foun- 
dation which  is  working  so  diligently  to  create  an  in- 
vestment in  the  Fraternity  which  will  growingly  protect 
the  basic  principles  of  our  fraternity.  There  are  today 
over  7.0(X)  undergraduates  in  chapter  houses  across  this 
country,  over  1,(X)0  brothers  serving  on  Alumni  Boards. 
as  Chapter  Counselors,  and  \oliinteer  alumni  in  this 
capacity,  and  more  than  81.000  other  living  brothers, 
such  as  vourself.  who  are  jointly  facing  the  charge  of 
leading  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  "Toward  a  Century  of 
Brotherhotxi."  Most  of  us,  hopefully,  will  have  the  op- 
|)ortunity  on  our  lOOth  Anniversary  to  look  back  25  years 
from  now  and  be  reminded  of  this  charge,  I  am  con- 
fident that  our  fraternity  ritual  and  the  principles  to 
w  hich  we  have  committed  ourselves  w  ill  be  even  stronger 
than  they  are  today  —  because  we  have  been  brothers. 

II  there  is  any  message  which  I  will  attempt  to  share 
with  the  undergraduates  on  the  campuses,  it  is  simplv 
that  there  are  thousands  of  men  who  have  started  their 
life-time  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  through  the  unselfish 
moments  during  their  undergraduate  years  when  the 
warm  coals  of  love  were  passed  from  man  to  man.  We 
are  not  always  adequate  to  express  it,  and  way  too 
seldom  do  we  recogni/.e  it  —  but  I  suspect  that  the  linesi 
of  thread  that  ties  us  all  together  is  the  one  that  is  sewn 
by  the  needle  of  brotherly  love.  If  it  was  real  when  \ou 
were  on  the  undergraduate  campus,  than  it  is  even  more 
important  that  it  be  shared  with  those  who  are  in  the 
moment  of  discovery.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  is  a  great  fra- 
ternity: yet,  with  even  75  years  of  life,  we  are  just  begin- 
ning. Failure  to  nurture  ourselves  with  understanding, 
and  failure  to  find  the  commitment  to  share,  to  counsel, 
and  to  be  an  example  can  alter  our  efforts.  I  challenge 
you,  my  brothers,  that  you  in  your  own  way  find  your 
commitment  in  leading  your  fraternity  "Toward  a  Cen- 
tury of  Brotherhood"  —  with  special  emphasis  on  broth- 
erhood.

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A  Story  of  Isolation; 


By  Wendell  E.  Little 

Editor's  Note:  Wendell  E  Little, 
Texas,  '32,  has  some  interesting 
stories  to  tell  Working  for  more 
than  1 0  years  with  the  Central  In- 
telligence Agency.  Little  ad- 
ministered training  missions  in 
Western  Europe,  Southern  Asia, 
and  in  the  Far  East,  and  became  a 
keenly  astute  observer  of  the 
political  settings  abroad  Here,  he 
reflects  on  a  period  which  he 
spent  in  one  of  the  world's  hot- 
spots,  Pakistan,  and  upon  a  trip 
which  he  took  from  Pakistan  to  a 
highly  secluded  section  of  India. 

At  the  very  tip  of  the  Indian 
subcontinent,  near  the  junction  of 
four  nations,  lies  an  area  about 
the  size  of  Connecticut  with  a 
population  of  slightly  over 
100,000  This  IS  Chitral  With  few 
exceptions,  the  religion  here  Is 
Moslem  The  people  are  medium- 
tall,  fair-skinned,  long-headed, 
many  with  blue  eyes  indicating 
remnants  of  the  original  European 
invasion  of  India  There  is  a  solid 
evidence  that  Chitral  is  peopled 
by  the  descendants  of  soldiers 
serving  with  Alexander  the  Great, 
who  in  327  BC  ,  led  his  armies 
through  the  area  down  Into  the  In- 
dus Valley  The  people  of  Chitral 
—  in  sharp  contrast  to  the  Pathan 
tribes  on  their  southern  border  — 
are  not  warlike  and  are  generally 
law  abiding 

Prior  to  1897,  Chitral  was  not 
part  of  India  and  no  Englishman 
had  ever  seen  the  lovely  Alpine 
scenery  m  the  waves  of  tumbled 
and  surging  mountains  with  im- 
mense horizons  of  oerpetual 
snow  Interestingly,  it  was  British 
concern  with  Russian  en- 
couragement that  sent  the  first 
troops  into  Chitral  m  1895  The 
next  year,  Chtrai  and  tie  nearby 
states  of  Oir  and  Swat  became 
part  of  British  India  as  the 
Malakand  Agency  But,  Chitral 
remained  remote  and  isolated  due 
to  its  geography  After  Pakistan 
took  overt  in  1947,  the  proximity 
of  the  area  to  two  unfriendly 
nations  (USSR  and  Afghani- 
stan) caused  restrictions  on  travel 
to  Chitral  even  by  citizens  of 
Pakistan  without  special  permis- 
sion. 

Dunng  1960-61,  I  served  as 
part  of  the  United  States  mission 
to  Pakistan,  stationed  in  the 
northwest  frontier  area  near 
Preshawar,  helping  to  train  se- 
lected units  of  the  Pakistan 
army  Because  of  the  interest  by 
the  government  of  Pakistan 
(GO  P  N  )  in  this  training,  I  had 
occasion  to  deal  with  the  Chief  of 
Staff  of  the  Pakistan  army. 
Lieutenant  General  A  M  Yaah  Ya 
Khan,  who  later  became 
President  of  Pakistan  In  June, 
1961,  I  was  a  bit  surprised  and 
certainly  pleased  to  learn  that 
General  Yaah  Ya  had  authorized  a 
visit  to  Chitral  for  me  and  would 
send  along  an  escort  of  two  army 
officers  and  two  enlisted  as- 
sistants 

On  the  Fourth  of  July,  we 
departed  our  base  near  Peshawar 
driving  east  in  two  jeeps  along  the 
Kabul  River  to  Naushahra  The 
fertile  farmlands  irrigated  from  the 
river  produced  all  kinds  of 
vegetables  and  the  best  fruit  — 
especially  apricots  —  that  I  have 
ever  tasted  At  Naushahra  we 
turned  north  toward  the  Malakand 
crest,  noting  along  the  way  some 
of  the  unique  remains  of  Buddhist 
sculpture 


India/Pakistan  Revisited 


Before  Little  returned  to  the  U.S.  the  Maliks  (Cheifs  of  the  Villages) 
honored  him  with  a  tea. 


Little  meeting  tribal  chiefs  in  Pakistan. 


We  crossed  the  Malakand 
crest  about  noon,  followed  the 
Swat  River  northward  to  the  Pan- 
jkora  River,  then  on  to  Dir  (capital 
of  Oir  state)  where  we  spent  the 
first  night  of  the  trip  After 
the  protocol  visits  with  Dir  of- 
ficials, we  were  billeted  with  a 
Pakistan  army  unit  Having  an 
American  guest  in  the  officers 
mess  provided  an  opportunity  for 
exchange  of  views  on  a  wide 
range  of  problems  Inevitably,  as 
in  the  case  of  most  conversations 
with  Pakistan  officials,  our  host 
turned  the  conversation  to 
Pakistan  India  relations  and 
troubles  The  subject  was  a  per- 
petual topic  with  vast  historic 
roofings  too  strong  to  try  to  brush 
aside 


India/Pakistan 
troubles  permeated 
the  thoughts  and 
some  of  the  actions 
of  Pakistan  officials 


Proceeding  down  into  Chitral, 
we  passed  a  small  village  called 
Sisa  Gala  with  houses  mostly  of 
rough  stone  Observing  that  some 
of  the  women  wore  veils,  my 
Pakistan  officer  escort  said,  "It  is 
too  bad  these  people  observe 
only  our  least  desirable  habits  and 
ignore  more  progressive  ideas  we 
bring  them  "  This  struck  a  sym- 
pathetic cord  with  me,  remem- 
bering that  in  Europe,  Japan, 
Korea,  areas  occupied  by 
Americans  following  World  War  II, 
the  natives  took  easily  to  our 
slang,  slovenly  habits,  and  coke, 
but  the  more  important  harder 
disciplines  that  helped  make 
America,  soon  could  be  ignored 

Dinner  at  the  officers  mess 
was  a  special  occasion;  contact 


jvith  the  outside  world  was  ob- 
viously o*  great  interest 
Inevitably  the  main  subiect  of  ow 
conversations  was  the  contest 
with  India  over  nearby  Kashmir 

'nda'Paks'an  troub'-js  per- 
meated the  thoughts  and  some  of 
the  actions  of  Pakistan  officials  it 
was  a  pervasive  proolem  Some 
background: 

For  centuries  before  the 
British  came,  most  of  the  sub- 
continent was  ruled  by  a  Moslem 
even  where  Hindus  were  in  a 
majority  This  was  a  heritage  of 
the  Arab  invasions  In  the  1 1  th  and 
12th  centuries,  followed  by  con- 
version of  some  of  the  conquered 
to  Islam  The  Hindu  accepted 
British  rule,  anxious  to  learn  the 
art  of  government  The  Moslems, 
displaced  by  the  British,  were 
less  cooperative  and  at  the  time  a 
partition  less  well  trained  in  gov- 
ernmental functions  When  in- 
dependence came  In  1947,  the 
Moslems  faced  with  a  minonty 
status  and  fearing  the  largely  Hin- 
du congress  party.  Insisted  on 
partitioning  the  two  nations 
despite  the  enormity  of  the  dif- 
ficulties involved  The  British 
Labour  Party,  anxious  to  wash  its 
hands  of  the  empire,  took  no 
position  The  resultant  Islamic 
nation  (East  and  West  Pakistan) 
had  built-in  problems  that  could 
not  be  resolved.  The  Moslems' 

The  official  estimates 
are  that  "more  than 
500,000  died" 

stubborn  insistence  on  partition 
irritated  the  Indian  leaders  who 
were  to  have  revenge  more  than 
two  decades  later 

With  no  prior  geographical 
grouping  on  a  religious  basis,  par- 
tition led  to  the  greatest  migration 
in  recorded  history  More  than  1 2 


million  people  migrated  to/from 
India/Pakistan  in  1946-47.  Each 
Immigrant  feared  persecution 
from  the  religious  majority  in  the 
area  where  he,  unfortunately, had 
lived  most  of  his  life.  The  official 
estimates  are  that  "more  than 
500,000  died"  —  murdered  by 
plundering  mobs  on  either  side  of 
the  border,  whipped  into  a 
religious  fervor  by  rumors  of 
atrocities  committed  on  the  other 
side  Few  are  the  families  in 
Pakistan  without  a  relative  or 
close  friend  slaughtered  by  the 
Hindus  as  they  tried  to  make  their 
way  from  the  Indian  side  to  the 
new  Islamic  nation.  The  number 
murdered  Is  probably  equal  on 
either  side 

Significant  Today 

More  than  a  decade  since  I 
visited  Pakistan,  the  country  still 
holds  special  Interest  for  me  I 
agreed  with  the  "tilt  toward 
Pakistan"  during  the  1971-72 
conflict.  When  later  details  were 
revealed  about  Dr  Henry 
Kissinger's  first  trip  to  China,  our 
governments  Interest  In  Pakistan 
was  clear  Pakistan  was  uniquely 
able  to  assist  in  the  most  delicate 
first  steps  of  reapproachment 
with  China  which  later  helped 
more  accomodation  with  the 
USSR. 

The  most  wrenching  ex- 
perience for  Pakistan  was  the 
cutoff  of  East  Pakistan.  Not 
forgetting  the  Moslem  deter- 
mination for  partition  in  1947,  In- 
dia  never  ceased   efforts   to   nd 


Itself  of  the  foreign  enclave 
along  the  Ganges  River  almost 
entirely  within  its  own  borders. 
By  resthcting  communication  and 
travel  along  the  thousand  miles 
separating  the  two  parts  of  Pak- 
istan, India  continued  to  exasper- 
ate any  potential  problems  Given 
the  built-in  problems  of  separation 
and  the  natural  weather  disasters 
afflicting  East  Pakistan,  it  was 
enough  to  spread  dissatisfaction 
in  the  overpopulated  cities  along 
the  Ganges.  Fighting  started  be- 
tween local  groups  and  the 
Pakistan  army.  The  coup  de 
grace  came  on  December  4, 
1971  when  the  Indian  regular  ar- 
my launched  a  full  scale  attack, 
entering  East  Pakistan  from  five 
directions  converging  on  Dacca. 
Two  days  later,  India  formally 
recognized  the  provisional  gov- 
ernment of  Bangladesh  Not  since 
Hitler  marched  into  Poland  in 
1939  to  protect  the  local 
minority,  has  one  nation  marched 
Its  troops  across  its  neighboring 
border  in  such  brazen  contempt 
for  international  law 

When  I  was  in  my  20"s  and  first 
exposed  to  some  of  the  larger 
problems  of  the  world,  being 
massaged  by  my  elders  In  gov- 
ernment, I  felt  strongly  that  I  could 
do  much  better  My  generation  Is 
now  about  to  finish  Its  fling, 
bringing  along  a  younger  group 
feeling,  I  am  sure,  as  I  did  that 
they  can  do  better  than  their 
elders.  I  am  sure  they  can,  but  I 
hope  that  they  will  not  ignore  the 
lessons  of  history  that  they  are 
condenined  to  repeat  it

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Report  to  the  Fraternity-1 974-'75 


The  tables  in  this  Annual  Re- 
port are  designed  to  inform  and 
interest  the  Journal  Readership 
in  the  progress  of  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilons  undergraduate  chap- 
ters. During  the  74th  year,  ending 
June  30,  1975.  we  have  grown 
by  3.366  new  brothers  to  a  total 
membership  of  almost  109,000 
During  the  75th  year,  as  we  cele- 
brate our  75th  Anniversary,  we 
will  go  over  the  1 1 0,000  mark 

The  downward  trend  of  the  last 
four  years  in  both  pledges  and 
initiates  has  been  halted  in  1975 
and  we  have  seen  a  healthy 
growth  of  12%  in  new  pledges 
and  more  than  9%  in  new  broth- 
ers. Our  projections  for  the  75th 
year  are  that  this  trend  will  contin- 
ue, although  not  as  rapidly  as  we 
have  seen  this  year  This  inter- 
est in  fraternities  on  the  college 
campus  and  our  chapters'  ability 
to  recruit  new  members  and 
initiate  new  brothers  is  encourag- 
ing 

The  report  on  manpower  by 
chapter  shows  you  how  each 
chapter  has  performed  in  recruit- 
ing pledges  and  successfully 
initiating  them  as  brothers  This 
report  also  shows  the  total  size 
of  each  undergraduate  chapter, 
including  brothers  and  pledges, 
as  of  last  spring 

A  new  column  In  this  report 
this  year  is  the  number  of  Chap- 
ter Investment  Fund  (CIF)  shares 
owned  by  each  undergraduate 
chapter.  The  Chapter  Investment 
Fund  is  a  long-range  savings 
program  for  the  housing  needs  of 
the  undergraduate  chapters  The 
fund  now  totals  over  $600,000: 
this  money  is  set  aside  exclusive- 
ly for  the  future  housing  needs  of 
the  chapters  To  determine  the 
approximate  value  of  the  chap- 
ter's shares  as  of  June  30,  1 975, 
all  you  need  to  do  Is  multiply  the 
number  of  shares  by  six  dollars 
($6). 

As  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  grows 
older,  we  see  more  chapters 
maturing  to  the  point  where 
they  have  initiated  1 .000  bro- 
thers This  milestone  is  high- 
lighted in  these  Annual  Reports 
through  the  1,000  Club  Florida 
Alpha,  at  the  University  of  Florida, 
took  over  the  top  spot  in  the 
1.000  Club  this  year  and  is  now 
the  largest  chapter  in  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilon      We    predict    that     the 


University  of  Florida  and  Purdue 
University  will  be  running  neck- 
and-neck  for  the  top  spot  for 
many  years  to  come  We  also 
want  to  welcome  the  Ohio  Gam- 
ma Chapter,  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 


versity, as  the  newest  member 
of  the  1 .000  Club  There  are  sev- 
eral chapters  which  can  join  the 
club  this  the  75th  Anniversary 
year,  and  we  have  listed  them  as

The  National  Board  of  Directors  has  maintained  the 
posture  that  it  is  essential  to  continue  a  strong  head- 
quarters operation  despite  recent  operating  losses.  It 
is  our  continued  belief  that  a  strong,  viable  organization 
is  the  key  ingredient  to  long  term  stability. 

During  this  period  of  losses,  the  Board  was  hesitant 
to  recommend  Increases  in  undergraduate  fees  for 
fear  of  its  impact  on  the  recruitment  of  new  members. 
However,  in  the  last  year  or  so.  campuses  have  re- 
turned to  a  more  conducive  environment  and  overall 
membership  is  beginning  to  increase  With  this  more 
favorable  environment,  the  National  Board  recom- 
mended fee  increases  at  the  recently  concluded  St 
Louis  Grand  Chapter  Meeting  The  increases  were 
subsequently  approved  and  will  become  effective  Jan- 
uary 1 .  1 976  These  added  undergraduate  fees  and 
increasing  alumni  contributions  should  reverse  the  loss- 
es of  recent  years  and.  with  prudent  administration, 
should  gradually  rebuild  liquidity
